“Oh, I know Mr. Voorhis very well,” 
Mr. Roosevelt replied with a broad grin: 
“ I always call him Jerry.” 
The California Congressman’s unem­ 
ployment plan, however, did not greatly 
impress the President. 
Voorhis wanted 
the Government to pledge a job to every 
man who wants one, appropriating enough 
money to pay for the program regardless 
of cost. 
Business, he contended, would 


I lie eager to absorb the jobless in order to 
avoid taxation necessary to finance the 
government program. 
After Voorhis finished, having touched 
no receptive cord with Roosevelt, Maury 
Maverick of Texas, wdio acted as general 
spokesman, said: 
“Nowf, Mr. President, 
we come to the question of relief, WPA 
and Mr. Woodrum.” 
He was referring to Representative 
Clifton Woodrum of Virginia, who forced 
through an amendment last year requir­ 
ing WPA to spend its money over a 12- 
month period, thus making it impossible 
to spend greater amounts during the peak 
unemployment months in the winter and 
later ask for a deficiency appropriation.
